Is it any wonder that many of you prefer the middle course: investing in well Pees 
_started back divisions? In quantities, they are as inexpensive as UNstarted back bulbs; 
“yet they are from six to fifteen months ahead of the latter. Each already has a good 
root system; and a new "lead" instead of a mere "eye." All should bloom within a year — 
instead of the traditional two years required of an a back bulb. 


They travel BARE ROOT, out of their 4S-inch pots, making hem light and inexpensive 
to ship. (Clay pots run into weight and require heavy packing to prevent breakage! ) 


And with the SILVACON culture, they are so easy to pot that it is no problem, even for 
the relatively inexperienced Orchidist. (See Folder Pages 9 and 9A) 


While Gach of these hybrid back divisions will carry its correct name tag, there are 
not enough of any individual hybrid to justify a listing from which you could choose. 
There will be White hybrids, such as C. SNOW WHITE, C. BARBARA BILLINGSLEY, G. 
MAGGIE BARTEL. There will be colored hybrids, such as LC WALTER WINCHELL, C. DANIEL

_ needs a new roof, which means moving all the plants in it twice - out and back in - un- 
less I sell some of them. Those that sell will be moved once - out. 


So my problem may prove to be your premium -- a chance to add some fine mature hybrids 
to your collection, and at prices once paid only for species or "amnesia victims." 


There are too few plants of any given hybrid to issue a list of them from which to 
choose. But as always, I'll do my very best for you. If you were happy about being

The plants you receive this time will not duplicate those hybrids you received before, 
because I've never offered nor sold any from this group, nor have I included them on 
any previous listing.

White-Colored-Lip hybrids include well publicized names 
like LC SNOWDRIFT, LC BRITANNIA ALBA, LC ELLEN HART. Colored hybrids include IC 
DERRYNANE, LC SOUTH ESK, C. SPLENDOR and LC BEAU BRUMMEL. 


Big “Brassos" are in the group, such as BC SEAFOAM, BC DIADEM and BIC AFTERGLOW. Most 
of these Brassos are of the delicate pastel shades such as pink-lavender.

Unfortunately, we don't have many of #732 seedlings left, and the same is true of many of 
cur other popular crosses. Again, the list of crosses would be prohibitively long, and 
the quantities of each hybrid too small to issue a formal list. 


A few of the above are still for sale, as well as other Ble Marion Ryerson crosses, such 
as BLC TAMIAMI TRAIL and BLC MEMORIA MAURINE. Among the Le's are LC WESTGATE, LC MIAMI 
SHORES amd LC EL PORTAL. White-colored-lip crosses include C. LADY ROBERTA and LC 
M'LISSE GREEN as well as LC BRITANNIZADE. Pure Whites include C. DEBRA JANE and C. DORA 
FLESCH. 


These big seedlings are in 33-inch, 4-inch and 44-inch pots (some grow more compactly 
than others the same age) and should be producing their first blooms within the coming 
year or so (bloom habits vary as do growing techniques). When in flower each should 
prove wortn many times the price quoted here. Believe me, I will do my very best to 
select what I think will please you most!
